HELIUM BALLOONS DON’T BURN. 

(From The New York Herald Tribune.) 

A good many Americans observing the news 
photographs and motion pictures of British bar- 
rage balloons going down in flames, must sud- 
denly have recalled two facts. One, that helium- 
filled balloons do not burn: the other, that vir- 
tually the entire world supply of helium is found 
in the United States. Some, putting these two 
facts together, may then have dimly remembered 
something about the export of helium having come 
up in the news’a few years ago, and may even 
have been led to look up the law on the subject 
If so, they found the 1937 statute which prohibits 
the export of helium in quantities ‘of military 
importance” and prohibits any export at all to 
nations which are belligerents. 

It must occur to a great many that this would 
be an admirable statute to repeal or amend. We 
know nothing about the inner economy of the 
balloon barrage, the amounts of gas it requires, its 
percentage of loss. We do know that it has un- 
expectedly proved itself one of the most effec- 
tive of antiair defenses—a fact amply confirmed 
by the big risks which the Nazi flyers have re- 
peatedly taken in an effort to shoot down the 
bags. Once within range this 
easy with a hydrogen-filled balloon; a single hit 
with an inflammatory or tracer bullet is enough 
not only to send down the bag but to destroy it 
and probably set fire to anything on which the 
wreck may land. A helium-filled balloon can be 
peppered with bullets; it will stay afloat—perhaps 
for hours—and when it finally subsides it will 
do no damage to the ground and can be readily 
repaired and sent aloft again. 

We would like to see the export prohibition 
removed. We have no idea whether anyone in 
Britain is interested in buving American helium. 
but we can think of few better uses for our gas 
than to keep aloft this purely defensive screen 
standing between the 1,000-pound bombs and 
their innocent objectives.

DESTROYER STORY WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—Behind the 


deal with England to exchange over- 
age destroyers for naval bases, there is a complex, but extremely 
significant, history. Study of it reveals the President’s foreign 
policy in transition from a phase of wavering and caution to a 
phase of bold positiveness surpassing any in the past. 


FIRST DISAPPOINTMENT The question of releasing a num- 


ber of our over-age destroyers 
was first raised late in April, not by the English, but by the French. 
The French then anticipated Italy’s entry into the war, and wanted 
26 destroyers for antisubmarine duty in the Mediterranean. The 
retreat from Dunkerque, which cost England many destroyers sunk 
and more disabled, caused the English to ask for destroyers also. 
Destroyers were needed to guard the channel. The fall of France 
made holding the channel a vital problem. And in the first week 
of June Prime Minister Winston Churchill addressed to the Presi- 
dent the first of a series of urgent personal appeals for as many 
destroyers as the navy could spare. 

There is reason to believe that, before the fall of France, when 
the sale to England of a number of mosquito boats was contem- 
plated, release of some destroyers to the Allies was also on the 
cards. The mosquito boat sale fell through when the Justice De- 
partment ruled against its legality. The Justice Department ruling 
followed a tremendous isolationist uproar in the senate. The Presi- 
dent, whose calculations had been brusquely upset by France's fall, 
was then so undecided as to his right course that he was even 
attempting to avoid requests for desperately needed -emergency 
defense appropriations. With the mosquito boat sale forbidden, the 
prospects for release of the destroyers seemed poor indeed. 

They continued poor until after the Chicago convention, when 
the President appeared, somehow, to have purged himself of his 
uncertainties. Shortly after the convention, the destroyer question 
took on an added seriousness. In the effort to keep the channel 
open for convoys, the English were losing a really terrifying num- 
ber of destroyers each week. At one time, the English navy’s 
flotilla of destroyers at séa and ready for action numbered less than 
70 vessels. A great number of persons, both members of the ad- 
ministration and private White House friends, became disturbed by 
the President’s seeming Jethargy. General Pershing, Admiral Stand- 
ley and other high authorities presented the destroyer problem to 
the public in dramatic terms. The President suddenly prepared 
to act. 


THE PRESIDENT ACTS Action of some sort to make de- 


stroyers available to England was 
discussed at a cabinet meeting at the end of July. Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull, who &ad taken the lead in urging the need for 
action on the President, spoke strongly and impressively at. the 
meeting. Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes, the secretaries 
of war and navy, Henry L. Stimson and Frank Knox, and Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. were among Hull’s 
strongest supporters. In the end, release of the destroyers in ex- 
change for naval bases was unanimously agreed on in principle. 
At that time, selling the destroyers to Canada instead of Eng- 
land was being considered, with the idea that England could throw 
in the naval bases as lagniappe. It was also desired to get con- 
gressional approval of the deal, since the Justice Department opinion 
in the mosquito boat case made executive action seem difficult. 
But Senate Majority Leader Alben W. Barkley reported that 
the senate isolationists would filibuster. A way around the legal 
obstacle was discovered by the Justice Department, and an applica- 
tion to congress was no longer necessary. The plan to sell the 
destroyers to Canada was also abandoned, after precipitating the 
President’s scheme of the Canadian-American joint defense board. 
A straight bargain between this country and England was decided 
on, and prolonged discussions began between the British ambas- 
sador, Lord Lothian, and the President, who handled all details of 
the transaction himself. Definite agreement was finaily reached 
about a week before Labor Day at a White House evening meet- 
ing among the President, Lord Lothian and Secretary Hull. 
The agreement was delayed for two reasons. The President did 
not wish to act until the English had demonstrated their ability to

Both Roosevelt and Willkie regard conscription as just and 
necessary. Private polls which have proven accurate in the past 
show that 65 to 75 per cent of our people favor it. 

When an isolationist senator painted a pathetic picture of weep- 
ing mothers going down to the station to tell their boys goodbye 
practical men turned away in disgust and contempt. 

Yet all of this cannot change the fact that millions of mothers 
are bitterly opposed to the conscription of their sons, 

It is the father’s nature to rejoice in the sturdy manhood of his 
son and he proud of the strength and independence and valor fhat 
prompt him to go6 forth to conquer the world; it is the mother’s na- 
ture to keep her baby as long as possible and resent the develop- 
ment that takes him away from her. She never understands the 
masculine urge that makes him thirst for adventure and delight to 
risk his neck. Her first concern is to protect him, and if she 
loves him unwisely but too well, her protection keeps him weak 
and thus insures his early ruin. 

Mothers who hate conscription and see it only as a means of 
leading their boys to slaughter should be given a word of reas- 


surance. 


If we do not have a war a year or more of military training 
will be the best thing that could happen to their sons. The disci- 
pline and the physical training will benefit them all their days. 
If they leave home as boys they will return as seasoned men. 

If we do have a war and the boys have not been trained, they 
will be drafted anyway, and want of training will make them easy 

Training is insurance for their own safety. To deny them 
of training and then .rush them into ranks in dire emer- 
gency would be like arming-them with air rifles to face machine 
guns. In every one of our wars men have been needlessly sacri- 
ficed for want of proper training. 

But the conscripting and training of two million soldiers is 
the surest way to prevent war. The last year has shown beyond 
question that the surest way to invite attack is to be unprepared, 

Thus conscription is not a method of sending boys to slaughter, 
but the surest way to save them from war-—or to give them a de- 
cent fighting chance if war is forced upon us.

Mercury To Pass Before 
Sun for One of 10 
Times in Century. 

_ By THOMAS R. HENRY 


For North American Newspaper Alliance. | 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—On | 
the morning of November 11 one. 
of the rarest of celestial events | 
will take place—a transit of Mer- | 


cury. 

Shortly after sunrise in eastern | 
North America the nearest and, | 
with a single exception, the small- 
est of the family of pianets will | 
pass across the face o* the sun. 
Captain J. F, Hellweg, superin-| 
tendent of the U. S. Naval Ob-| 


servatory, has sent out an appeal 
to amateur astronomers over all 
the United States to make observ- 
ations of the event. 

Mercury passes between the 
earth and the sun about 10 times 
every century. There will be nine 
more such transits in the Twen- | 
tieth century, but all except one, | 
that of 1973, will be practically 
unobservable from the earth. 

Such an event affords an op- 
portunity to check up on the or-| 
bit of Mercury, important for an 
exact theory of the mechanics of | 
the solar system. It moves in an 
eccentric path around the sun. | 
This eccentricity, as reported from | 
previous transit observations, was 
one of the chief arguments ad- 

--vaneed 25 years ago by Albert 
Einstein in support of the theory 
of relativity. 

There will be four instants 
when Mercury can be seen in 
contact with the sun, according to. 
the instructions sent out by the) 
Naval Observatory. At the first | 
contact Mercury begins to impinge | 
on the sun’s disk. It will be a black | 
spot about one-200th the size of | 
the sun. About a minute and a 
half later the planet will appear 
to be hanging on the sun’s limb, 
like a drop of water about to fall 
into space. At this instant, accord- 
ing to the Naval Observatory in- 
structions, a thread of light be- | 
comes visible between the planet | 
and the sun’s limb. This is the in- | 
stant of the second contact.

This planet has always been 
difficult to observe. Very close to 
the sun, caught in the intense 
glare of solar radiation, it is known 
that it must be a place of such | 
intense heat that no living thing 
could possibly exist on it. 

Astronomers have shown by the 
variations of light that the planet 
has a very rough and uneven sur- 
face. Its rocks appear to be, from | 
the light reflected from them, of 
volcanic origin. The varying dis- 
tance from the sun tends to disin- 
tegrate the rocks exposed to the 
great heat. Much of it is €xposed 
to enormous variations of tem- 
perature, ranging over hundreds 
of degrees centigrade.

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, Sept. 
5.—On this island, the American 
gibraltar of the Caribbean, which 
Uncle Sam has made the keystone 
of the Eastern Panama Canal de- 
fenses, the United States is facing 
the tremendous responsibility of 
caring for nearly two million na- 
tives, a great proportion of whom 
are beset by extreme poverty, un- 
employment, disease, illiteracy 
and hopelessness. 

The federal government is 
pouring relief money into Puerto 
Rico’s coffers. The army and navy 
are contributing their share in 
construction work and in help to 
business through their personnel’s 
purchases. The tourist bureau is 
strenuously endeavoring to at-| 
tract visitors from the States. | 

But these are all palliatives. 
Neither the relief money, unless it 
reached a fantastic figure, nor the | 
service men’s money, nor again 
the tourists’ money can bring a 
permganent, solid remedy for this 
island’s ills. The problem has 
staggering proportions and calls 
for proportionate measures. | 

The first plague of Puerto Rico 
is over-population. The second, 
its limited capacity for producing 
income to give its inhabitants even 
a bare subsistence. The third, pet- 
ty political machinations and in- 
trigues, carried out both by native 
politicians and by people in the 
States with an axe to grind. | 

The slums of Puerto Rico are) 
appalling. Despite the efforts of 
such agencies as the Puerto Rico 
Reconstruction Administration and 
the WPA, thousands upon thou- 
sands of natives live in huts un- 
worthy of the name of human 
habitations—some fright in the 
capital city of San Juan, under 
the shadow of the marble capitol, 
on the wrong side of the narrow | 
railroad tracks. The people’s diet | 
is mainly starches—the staple | 
food being rice and beans and 
several kinds of fried bananas, | 
with meat, save pork, scarce, bad | 
and too expensive for the mass of | 
the people.

HONGKONG, Sept. 5.—(P)—A 


preliminary, basic agreement giv- 
ing Japan right-of-way in French 
Indo-China for a backdoor attack 
on China in an effort to wind up 
the three-year-old war was re- 
ported tonight by authoritative 
neutral quarters at Hanoi. 

This concession of a “limited” 
right to land Japanese troops and 
supplies at Haiphong, was said to 
have been reached between Tokyo 
and the Vichy government of 
France. It was still subject. to 
negotiation of details at Hanoi. 

This was the latest and appar- 
ently best informed version of the 
crisis in the most populous segi- 
ment of defeated France’s trou- 
bled empire. 

The threat of a full-fledged, 
forcible invasion of Indio-China— 
the essence of a reported Japanese 
ultimatum of Monday—appeared 
to have passed. One explanation 
was that Major General Issaku 
Nishihara, Japanese negotiator-in- 
chief, had overstepped himself. 

Confronted with a French warn- 
ing of armed resistance to any in- 
vasion, Nishihara, under pressure 
from Tokyo, was said to have re- 
entered conversations with French 
colonial officials. 

Britain, meantime, has “remind- 
ed” Japan through diplomatic 
channels that it wants Indo- 
China’s integrity preserved, it was
